Newhall, in Los Angeles county, to the 
sea near the chief town of Ventura 
county, with the Southern Pacific 
Branch Railway running its length, has 
as yet a sparse population, but the 
large ranchos are in course of sub- 
division, and settlement, cultivation, 
expansion and increased wealth will 
follow.

The regents of the University of

from the county seat and seventy-six 
miles from Los Angeles. Here, within 
the next six months, a $25,000 building 
is to be erected on a commanding hill, 
on which also will be erected a hotel. 

A railroad line is projected into the 
Ojai Park, which natural sanitarium 
will thus be brought within easier 
reach of the ailing and pleasure-seek- 
ing world.

Efforts are making, also, to secure 
the location of the National Soldiers’ 
Home at San Buenaventura. A large 
tract of good land will be offered, free,

Work Quietly Begun in Kern County 
on a New Line. 

SAN FnANcisco, Sept. 14.—[ By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]

The Illinois Supreme Court Renders 
an Unanimous Decision. 


A Stern Rebuke to Leaders Who In- 
1 eite to Murder. 
The Doomed Men Receive the News with Affected 
Bravado—Their Lawyer Will Try to Get 
a Hearing in the United States 
Supreme Court.

OTTawa (III.), Sept. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Supreme Court this 
morning delivered an opinion in the An- 
archist cases affirming the judgement of the 
<ourt below. The execution is to take 
place November llth, between and 4 
a’clock. The ‘pinion was written by 
Judge Magruder, of the Chicago district, 
and is an able exposition of the law and 
previous interpretations thereof by eminent 
jurists in this country as well as of courts, 
bearing upon alleged and perhaps real 
rrors in the record. In this work he was 
‘ably helped by each of the other distin- 
guished judges, who made him spokesman 
and through him expressed an unanimous 
decision. The opinion contains about 
36,000. words. 

The court orders that the sentence by the 
Superior Court of Cook county, of defend- 
ants August Spies, Samuel Fielden, R. Par- 
sons, Adolph Fischer, Engel and Louis 
Ling, be carried into effect on the llth day 
of November next, between 9 o’clock in the 
forenoon and 4 in the afternoon of that day.

Gen. Black's Annual KReport—Great 
Increase in e Nation's Pen- 
stons— The Navy Depart- 
ment Groans Notes.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Gen. Black, Commissioner 
of Pensiens, in his annual report to the 
Secretary of the Interior, makes several 
important suggestions and asks for in- 
creased clerical forces and an appropriation 
of $18,000 for additional agencies. There 
were at the close of the year 406,007 pen- 
sioners. Fifty-five thousand one hundred 
and ninety-four new pensioners were added 
to the rolls during the year and 2707 names 
which had been dropped were restored. 
Seventeen thousand six hundred and 
seventy-seven were dropped during the year. 

The aggregate annual value of all pensions 
is 652,824, 600, an increase of like value for 
the year of $8,136,600. The amount paid for 
pensions during the year was $73,465,500, an 
increase over the previous year of $9,669,- 


750. The amount paid on 44,019 new pen- 
sions on first payment was $25,167,000. The 


estimates for the first fiscal year, ending 
June 30, 1888, aggregate $79,045,230
